Seniors housing 


project proposed

Plans for a senior citizens’ hous 
ing project were presented to 
Upland planners Thursday in what 
promises to be the first serious 
challenge to the city’s new con- 
dominium ordinance. 

The proposal, presented jointly by 
Lewis Homes of California and the 
Westland Venture Company, offers 
low-cost housing for the elderly, but 
in units that are below the city's 
minimum standards in several 
areas. 

Planning Commission members 
decided to continue the discussion to 
their February meeting to allow ad- 
ditional time to study the request. 

Areas of greatest concern includ- 
ed the small size of the proposed un- 
its, limited parking and age restric- 
tions on occupants. 

The 186-unit development, Upland 
Village Green, would be located on 
more than nine acres of land at the 
southwest corner of Chaffee Street 
and Grove Avenue. Sam Angona, 
president of the Westland Venture 
Company, said efforts had been 
made to design the units with the 
elderly and handicapped in mind. 

In order to place an affordable 
price tag on the condominiums, 
Angona cautioned the commission 
that ‘‘certain trade-offs’ had to be 
made in terms of the substandard 
features. He estimated price of the 
units in today’s market would be 
from $40,000 to $50,000, including 
recreational amenities such as a 
swimming pool, shuffleboard and 
horseshoe courts and a recreation 
building. 

The one- and two-bedroom units 
would range from 50 square feet to 
805 square feet. According to the 
condominium ordinance passed by 
the city last year, one-bedroom un- 
its must be a minimurn of 900 square 
feet, and two-bedroom units at least 
1,100 square feet.

A constant demand for housing 
continues to encroach on the few 
remaining citrus groves and open 
fields in Upland — and in virtually 
all plans, the conventional subddivi- 
sion is being forsaken for elaborate 
condominium projects. 

Nearly half of the 300 acres 
available for residential develop- 
ment in the northwest portion of the 
city have been earmarked for what 
Upland pianners term Planned 
Residential Developments. 

Another 237-acre project in the 
northeast has been approved for 547 
condos. Construction is expected to 
begin next month. 

Although the projects that have 
received tentative approval from 
the city are PRDs, calling the 
developments condominiums may 
not be entirely accurate. 

Upland Planning Director Bill 
Young explained that a condomin- 
ium project is merely one type of 
PRD. 

“What all these’ projects do have 
in common is a combination of in- 
dividual ownership of homes, and 
common ‘ownership of parks, 
greenbelts and the like,” he said. 
“They use some form of 
homeowners’ association to main- 
tain these common areas, and 
generally have smaller lot sizes, 
with larger shared recreational 


Four developers have proposed 
projects for the city’s northwest 
that together would add more than 
500 housing units and roughly 1,500 


people. 

Largest by far is the 72-acre pro- 
ject proposed by Mark III Homes of 
Costa Mesa. To complete the

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The proposed condominiums are 
also smaller than the city’s 
minimum sizes for apartments. 
Limitations on area were set higher 
for condos. with the reasoning 
homeowners would have more ac- 
cumulated goods, and need a larger 
living and storage area than apart- 
ment dwellers. 

Angona argued that for his par- 
ticular market, the small size of the 
units would be worth the lower 
price. 

‘‘To some people that (size) might 
be considered a trade-off,’ he said, 
‘‘and to others it might be a 
blessing.”’ 

He said the units could be design- 
ed to fit the needs of the ‘‘mature 
adult,’’ with grab bars in the 
bathrooms, level floors without 
stairs, easy-care kitchen surfaces, 
lower light switches, raised elec- 
trical plugs and easy-to-use 
doorknobs. In addition, he said 
developers were investigating the 
possibility of options including hose 
shower heads and whirlpool 
bathtubs. 

The city ordinance also requires 
two enclosed and two covered park- 
ing spaces per unit to accomodate 
both residents and guests. Plans for 
the Upland Village Green call for 
slightly more than 1.5 parking 
spaces per unit. Angona argued that 
the facilities were not needed as 
fewer senior citizens drive than is 
found in the general population. 

Commissioners were also uncom- 
fortable with the request for an age 
limitation of 45 years and older for 
residents. The staff report 
suggested the age be raised to at 
least 52, with the concern that the 
younger members of the complex 
would still be active in the work 
force, and tend to have more cars 
and need more room than others in 
the development. 

Angona agreed he was asking for 
several concessions from the city, 
but said ‘‘We're asking for 
variances from codes and or- 
dinances in areas that don’t apply 
(to this project). Each case should 
be judged on its own merit.” 

He said the price for the project if 
built according to the city’s 
specifications Would shoot to $75,000 
to $90,000, arguing that would be out 
of the reach of most senior citizens 
on a fixed income 

Commissioner Hank Houston said, 
“My concern is that the city is being 
asked to give away practically 
every standard it has for one — af- 
fordability."’ He said later that he 
personally saw ‘‘no real redeeming 
features”’ in the project, but agreed 
that city ordinances were not drawn 
to encourage affordability, but to 
guarantee quality.

a late bloomer 
as tennis pro

At 24, Don McBroom’s tennis 
career should be well underway. His 


serve whistles by at 120 mph and his, 


playing skills are honed by constant 
practice. 

McBroom has beaten some of the 
best tennis players in Southern 
California and when it comes to 
playing on local courts, he estimates 
he is a winner at least 90 percent of 
the time. 

Yet the idea of a tennis career 
only came to him four years ago 
and, in the last year, his effort to 
become a pro has been like a roller- 
coaster ride. 

A tennis instructor with Rancho 
Cucamonga’s recreation program, 
McBroom, an Upland resident, first 
picked up a racket 13 years ago and 
began hitting balls against the sides 
of buildings.He has never had for- 
mal training. 

High School and college playing 
followed and during his periods at 
home he’s won 9% tennis rackets in 
individual matches. 

Last year he signed up for a World 
Cup Tennis tournament in Las 
Vegas. Preliminary competition 
was held in Pasadena, Long Beach 
and San Diego and McBroom won 
every match. In the final 
preliminary in Palm Springs he fac- 
ed Stan Smith, who is among the top 
20 tennis players in the nation. 

“TJ almost had him,’’ McBroom 
recalled. ‘‘But my legs jellied up 
and I felt like I'd run 10 miles.”’ 

For a brief period in the fall of 
1980, McBroom was on the verge of 
making it. After seeing him play, a 
manager and sponsor agreed to try 
him out. Supplied with money and 
backed by a trainer, McBroom flew 
around the country playing some of 
the country’s top tennis players. 

To determine how he would stand 
the pressure, McBroom was flown 
to New York where his opponent 
was Vitas Gerulaitis. After taking 
two sets in the match, McBroom 
was struck in the eye and was un- 
able to continue. 

Bad luck struck again Jan. 1 while 
he played in Orange County. A lump 
on his thigh flared and when he was 
taken to a nearby hospital his age 
was discovered. 

“They thought I was around 18,” 
McBroom said. ‘‘When they found 
out I was 24, they thought I was too 
old. 

“‘The company sponsoring me 
said, ‘sorry’ and took all the equip- 
ment back.”’ 

Most tennis players are groomed 
by a coach and sponsor before they 
enter their teens, he was told. That 
way the sponsor can expect 10 or 


more years of competition. 

The letdown didn’t stop McBroom 
from wanting to crack the pro cir- 
cuit. Coming from nowhere in the 
rankings, he hopes to become a 
member of the USA tennis team 
which will hold tryouts in March. 

“I can beat anyone now if I want 
to,” he said. “People ask me before 
a match if I'm going to win and I 
Say, ‘we'll see‘. Ninety-nine percent 
of the time I'll win.” 

McBroom’s words are backed up 
by his collection of‘tennis rackets 
he’s won while playing on local 
courts. Of the 95 rackets he’s won, 
he’s sold 90 of them to supply 
money for other equipment. 

“‘T know what I can do and I can do 
the job very well. I keep it in myself. 
I don’t go out there screaming and 
yelling.” 

McBroom admitted he has ap- 
prehensions about -the March 
tryouts. 

“I’m worried about it. But I’ve 
just got to give it that shot, I’ve got 
to take a chance. 

“Connors and players like that 
will make it, they don’t have to 
worry. There’s about five or six 
places on the team they have to 
worry about.”’ 

In the event he doesn’t make it 
this year, he’s already vowed to try 
again. 

“Tf I do well, they'll ask me if I 
have a backer and I'll have to say 
no, it’s just me.” 

McBroom isn’t alone in his quest 
to become a pro, however. City 
recreation coordinator Steve 
Walker is helping the fledging tennis 
player and has even dubbed 
McBroom the ‘‘California Cannon.” 


Upland appeals 
ban on firing

The city of Upland is appealing a 
temporary restraining order that 
prevents the firing of a police of- 
ficer who married a dispatcher 
within the department. 


The City Council, acting on the 
recommendation of the city at- 
torney and special counsel, agreed 
unanimously Monday to file the 
appeal. 


If successful, the appeal will 
dramatically slow city expenditures 
related to the case. More than $11,- 
000 has been spent since September, 
including $8,000 in salary for Officer 
Jerry Stearns, on leave of absence 
until the case is resolved.

development as planned, 10.5 of 
those acres, currently county land, 
must be annexed to the city. The 
project is located west of Mountain 
Avenue between 22nd and 23rd 
streets. 

In addition to 283 homes, the Mark 
Il] development will also include 13 
mini-parks ranging up to one acre 
each in size, and two recreation 
centers with tennis courts, a swim- 
ming pool and a clubhouse. 

A 2l-acre PRD to the south has 
been proposed by Lesny Develop- 
ment of Los Angeles. It will have 75 
homes, with nearly half the area 
devoted to shared open land. There 
will be a 1,000-square-foot recrea- 
tion building with sauna, showers 
and meeting area, and other 
facilities including a swimming 
pool, spa and tennis courts. 

An 18-acre project proposed by the 
Upland firm of Lewis Homes will be 
reviewed by the city Planning Com- 
mission tonight. Located directly 
south of the Lesny development, it 
will feature detached homes on 
small lots, with more. than 65 per- 
cent of the area developed into com- 
mon recreational space. 

Other developments proposed for 
the northwest include two other 
projects from Lesny and Mark III 


‘for under 10 acres each, and a nine- 


acre development by Orchard 
Terrace of Corona Del Mar. 

The largest Mark III and Lesny 
projects. and Orchard Terrace have 
been approved by the city already, 
and have .each earned a density 
bonus. This is permission to put 
more homes per acre in the develop- 
ment, when certain amenities are 
provided, 


Included in the city density bonus 
requirements is the need to utilize

existing land features and open 
space, provide recreational and 
other amenities, project and enrich 
the visual quality of the community, 
and provide a healthy and desirable 
living environment. 

If the requirements are met, 
developers may add up to one ad- 
ditional home per acre. 

If the projects are all completed 
as planned, they will help imple- 
ment the city’s master plan for road 
systems in the northwest. Although 
still subject to public hearing for 
any changes, city officials plan to 
close several east-west streets and 
construct a meandering road - to 
serve the area. 

Streets within the developments 
will be private and maintained by 
the homeowners’ associations. 

Upland City Manager Lee Travers 
sees the PRDs as a promising new 
option for housing. 

“I think it shows a more creative 
approach to the traditional com- 
munity,”’ he said. ‘‘The use of open 
space and parks should be very 
appealing.” 

Young said there are up to 30 ex- 
isting PRDs located throughout the 
city, but the large number of new 
proposals for the northwest sector 
shows a growing trend. The newer 
projects will also be the first 
affected by the city’s strict or- 
dinance passed in 1980 governing 
minimum sizes and facilities to be 
provided. , 

Young also said the PRDs offer 


many things to the community as a 
whole, in terms of dispersed need of 
city maintenance services and pride 
of ownership in a well-landscaped 
neighborhood that doesn't depend on 
whether the neighbor next door 
plants a lawn or trims the 
shrubbery. With the homeowners’ 
association governing the 
maintenance of the development, a 
consistency in appearance is more 
dependable, he said. 

The situation may also harbor 
some problems, Young cautioned. 

‘*As much as you'd like to think it 
would never happen, there's always 
the potential of shifting of respon- 
sibility,’ he said. ‘‘That hasn’t 
happened with our current PRDs in 
Upland yet, but there is always the 
chance the homeowners’ association 
will break down, and neglect 
maintenance.” 

He said in some communities, the 
homeowners’ associations have 
requested the city to take over care 
of the parks and streets, as in a con- 
ventional development. 


The difficulty arises because the 
PRDs don’t always meet the stan- 
dards required for public areas. In 
an effort to avoid potential 
problems, Young said Upland has in- 
cluded stringent demands on 
developers of the projects: 


“It definitely is a trend that will 
continue. for a while,’ he said, 
“although I expect things to even- 
tually swing a different way again.

outsells leaded locally

> Although the product was introduced in the eastern 
“United States about two years ago, premium unleaded 
Sasoline has just recently made its appearance on the 
West Coast. 

West End service station operators report that sales of 
the unleaded gas have been stronger than for premium 
“grade with lead. 

The reason, they say, is that even the latest model cars 
requiring unleaded gas can use the new premium fuel, in 
addition to older cars that can legally use leaded 
premium. 

€ars that require unleaded fuel can now use the new 
premium to eliminate common problems such as ping- 
ing, sluggish acceleration and ‘‘run on’’ of the engine, ac- 
cording to station operators. 

The premium unleaded features an octane rating of 91 
or 92 while regular carries a rating of 87 or 88 

Most name brand stations and some independents 
carry the new high-grade gasoline. 

“This is the last part of the country to be charged 
over,” said Bob Sullivan, owner of Upland Auto Care 
—Center. The reason is that the demand for premium gas- 
oline has been higher here than in the rest of the country 
“- However, the demand for premium has been going

complaints but I've had more raves than complaints,” 
Sullivan said 

Among traditional supreme users, ‘there are people 
who seem to think that the octane may be off — that they 
may get more ping than with the old super,”’ he said. 

“The main thing that I like about it is that it does so 
much better in the older model cars,’’ said Sullivan. 

Service station owners questioned said the fuel burns 
cleaner and has less pollutants than gas with lead com- 
pounds. In addition, motorists will not have to have tune- 
ups as frequently, they said. 

Despite the higher price of the premium (about 3 to 5 
cents more a gallon) motorists with vehicles requiring 
unleaded are switching over 

‘“We've converted about 80 percent on premium to un- 
leaded and probably 30 to 40 percent in unleaded to 
supreme,” said Steve Berg. owner of Steve's Service 
Center in Upland 

Berg, who uses premimum in his own vehicles said he 
doesn't notice any “‘big differences” in the new fuel. 
“It’s comparable to the premium we used to have.”

ORDINANCE OF THE CITY COUNCIL OF UPLAND AMENDING 
ARTICLE 2, CHAPTER 8, OF THE UPLAND MUNICIPAL CODE TO 
REVISE CERTAIN PURCHASING LIMITATIONS 

The City Council cf the City of Upland does hereby ordain as follows 

SECTION 1. Section 2800.8 of the Upland Municipal Code is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

Section 2800.8 - Bidding 

Purchases of supplies, contractural services, equipment and the sale of 
personal property may be by bid procedures pursuant to Parts 1 and 2 of 
this Chapter. Bidding shall be utilized as a purchase procedure when in the 
determination of the City Manager, the best interests of the citizens will be 
served or negotiation will be utilized in those instances where, in the opi- 
nion of the City Manager, the best value to the citizens can be obtained by 
that procedure. When the amounts involved are more than Nine Thousand 
Dollars ($9,000) and, whether bidding procedure is used or not, all such 
purchases, contracts, and sale of personal property shall be subject to ap- 
proyal of the Council. 

SECTION 2. Section 2810.1 of the Upland Municipal Code is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

Section 2810.1 - Formal Written Contract Procedure 

Except as otherwise provided herein, purchases and contracts for 
supplies, contractual services, equipment, and sale of personal property at 
an estimated value greater than Nine Thousand Dollars (9,000) shall be 
by written contract 

SECTION 3. Section 2820.1 of the Upland Municipal Code is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

Section 2820.1 - When To Be Used 

Purchases of supplies, contractual services, equipment and sale of per- 

sonal property of an estimated value in the amount of Nine Thousand 








Dollars (9,000) or less may be made by the Purchasing Official in the open 
market without observing the procedure prescribed in Part 1 hereof. 

SECTION 4. Section 2830.3 of the Upland Municipal Code is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

Section 2830.3 - Unlawful Purchases 

If any agency purchases or contracts for any supplies, materials, equip- 
ment, or contractural services contrary to the provisions of this Chapter. 
such purchase order or contract shall be void and of no effect. The head Gt 
the agency making such purchase transaction shall be personally liable fdr 
the amount of such purchase order or contract, and, if already paid for 
from City funds, the amount thereof may be recovered in the name of the 
City and appropriate action therefor . 

It shall be unlawful for any agency to split its requirements for supplies 
materials, equipment, or contractural services into estimated amounts of 
less than the amount cited in Section 2810.1 for the purpose of evading the 
provisions of this Chapter. 

SECTION 5. Separability. If any section, subsection, sentence, clause, 
phrase or portion of this Ordinance required by the City is for any reason 
felt to be invalid or unconstitutional by the decision of any court of compe 
tent jurisdiction, such decision shall not affect the validity of the remaining 
portions of this Ordinance. 

SECTION 6. The Mayor shall sign this Ordinance and the City Clerk shall 
attest to the same, and the City Clerk shall cause the same to be published 
within fifteen (15) days after its passage, at least once in The Upland News, 
a newspaper of general circulation, published and circulated in the City of

Fondue pot 


is historic

No one knows for sure 
when man first ate from a 
communal! bowl. Perhaps it 
started with ancient 
nomads sitting in a circle 
and plucking morsels of the 
day’s hunt from a general 
stew pot. 

The Swiss are credited 
with inventing the fondue 
centuries ago. This seems 
logical since bread and 
cheese are an integral part 
of that nation’s diet. 

According to the legend, 
the Swiss originally made 
their bread and cheese in 
the summer and put what 
was left over in the cup- 
board to carry them 
through the winter. This 
system had one catch: the 
bread got hard and the 
cheese became pretty 
chewy after a couple of 
weeks. 

Then someone came up 
with the idea of melting the 
cheese with white wine and 
dipping the hard bread 
chunks in the bubbling mix- 
ture. Everyone thought this 
was great fun and even- 
tually variations were 
dreamed up for parties. 

For instance, if a male 
guest droppe# his crust into 
the fondue, he had ta buy a 
bottle of wine for the group. 
If a woman made a similar 
slip she had to kiss every 
man at the table. The begin- 
ning of togetherness? 

While the Swiss were en- 
joying their cheese fondue, 
French grape pickers in 
Burgundy’s vineyards were 
said to have found a way to 
eat lunch without interrup- 
ting their labors during the 
peak season. As the story 
goes, someone, probably an 
amibitious foreman, sug- 
gested dunking pieces of 
meat into a pot of boiling oil 
with one hand and leaving 
the other free to gather 
grapes 

True or not, this tale ap- 
parently refers to the suc- 
culent dish the Swiss 
perfected and called Fon- 
due Bourguignonne 

1 pound Swiss cheese 

1 clove garlic, cut in 

half 

2 cups dry white wine 

1 tablespoon lemon juice 

3 tablespoons flour 

3 tablespoons cognac 

Nutmeg to taste 

2 loaves French bread, 

cut into fork-sized 

cubes 

Dice cheese and place in 
bowl. Rub fondue pot with 
garlic, discard and place 
pot over burning alcohol 
Pour in wine and when hot 
but not boiling add lemon 
juice. Dredge cheese slight- 
ly with flour and add slowly 
to wine mixture. Stir till it 
melts. Add cognac and nut- 
meg stirring slowly till they 
blend. Spear bread and 
swirl in cheese mix. Serve 
with chilled, dry white 
wine. Serves 4-6.

“cottage industry,’’ producing 
electricity that could not be relied 
upon during peak use periods. 

The sale of natural gas to industry 
at 10 percent to 20 percent less than 
current prices for generating 
purposes means that residential gas 
users would pay that much more in 
higher bills. But the PUC believes 
the long-range benefits to home 
owners, who would not have to pay 
for additional new power plant 
construction as they do now, are far 
greater.

estimated saving of $500,000 a year. 

On the other hand, the less-than- 
excited Northern California utility, 
Pacific Gas and Electric Co., 
recently was given the harshest kind 
of criticism a company can get for 
its failure to expeditiously identify 
such potential private generators of 
electricity. PG and E was fined $7 
million by the PUC and told to speed 
up the process. 

“‘Cogeneration’”’ is the name of the 
process, and although not’ yet in 
household use, within a few years it 
is expected to produce at least 15 
percent of all electricity made in the 
state. 

Cogeneration means simply that 
when electricity is produced, the 
heat from the rapidly spinning 


generators also is used, increasing 
the efficiency of the burned natural 
gas or oil by about 60 percent. The 
heat is converted into steam for 
heating buildings or making 
chemicals or cleaning metals. 

The heat also can be converted 
into air conditioning, along the lines 
of the old butane-fired refrigerator. 

“Any industry that has a need for 
alot of heat or cooling can make 
more efficient use of whatever fuel 
is burned to make electricity and 
can make money in the process,’ 
said Charles Solt, power-generation 
marketing manager at Solar 
Turbines International, which 
makes and sells the cogenerating 
electrical generators worldwide. 

The process is particularly 


economical in oy such as 


canning, metals, glass, brewing, 
cement, food processing, 
pharmaceuticals and in such service 
industries as hospitals, schools, 
major Stores and hotels. 

“If we can make the gas sell at 
such an incentive rate that the 
process catches on, California will 
not have to build three to five 
standard electric power plants in 
the next 20 years,’’ said Clair 
Dedrick, PUC commissioner. 

Ht has enormous potential for the 
state.’ 

Under present PUC plans, surplus 
electricity would be sold back to the 
utilities at the same price it would 
cost the utilities to make or buy it 
from another utility.

A businessman, Hank Thorson, read my notes for this 
column and when he laid them down he said, ‘‘I would 
like to tell you what happened to me.’’ His story is so 
typical that I would like to tell it with his permission. 

“I was tired and half sick,” he said. ‘‘I was seeing a 
doctor for indigestion, a possible ulcer, and was an 
irritable as a cobra with indigestion. 

“My doctor said, ‘Hank, your job is your disease. Get 
yourself some other kind of work or you will be dead a lot 
sooner than you need to be.’ E 

“I was in a partnership and had been trying to escape 
for four years. What I had been told kept going through 
my mind, and one day I emptied all my desk drawers into 
a box, and put that box in the trunk of my car, and locked 
the trunk. 

“‘T didn’t have a job to go to and very little savings. My 
friends said I had courage, but I did not feel very 
courageous, just downright desperate. But there came a 
strange kind of relief after I quit. 

“Since then it’s been like coming out of a long dark 
tunnel. It really hasn’t been too bad, and what I owe to 
the doctor’s advice is my good health, my thirst for life, 
and my looking forward to the day.” 


Hank told me as though it was a great revelation. It is ° 
a story I have heard many times. The negative side of 
this truth is that if you do not like your work, it can make 
you sick. The job that you fight, that is for you an oc- 
cupational disease producing pressure and tension, leay- 
ing you at a high irritability level, will produce sooner or 
later, physical disease. 


Such a job, no matter what pay level, is the thing that 
will destroy you. Not only for your health’s sake, but 
your own peace of mind and your family’s sake, consider 
making a change. The great thing is to learn how to treat 
yourseif to a brand-new start. : 


A number of studies show that industrial accidents are ©: 


happening in greater numbers, to employees who are un- 
happy in their jobs. It has been said that this is really an 
unconscious desire to get away from the job. 


Particularly with a man, work influences his outlook 
on life. It gives him status, a place in his community, and 
is an index to help other people form an opinion of him. 
Every man is affected by what others think of him. So 
your work influences your adjustment to your family and 
your friends. : 


How you make your living pervades all of your social 
relationships. If your work adjustments are festering 
sores, all the rest of your life is going to be poisoned by 
this focal infection. : 


Work is more than a way of making money, it is a way 
of life. Work is an opportunity to create, and it is an op- 
portunity to exercise skills and techniques by meeting 
problems and besting them. 


When there is maladjustment in work this becomes a 
conditioned reflex that-means three square meals and an 
endless series of emotional shocks in the shape. of 
boredom, defeats and discouragement by the hour.

County’s study 
affects dairies 





| Consumer advocate decries d

“It’s immoral and unethical to 
destroy God’s food when babies go 
to bed with bloated tummies — and 
it ought to be illegal.”’ 

This was the rallying cry of Arline 
Matthews, consumer advocate, 
when she spoke about ‘“‘The Great 
American’ Rip-Off’’ during a 
luncheon meeting last week of the 
Upland Woman’s Club at the 
clubhouse. 


She claimed that not only was: 


such a practice legal (destroying 
food), but that it is pushed by 
certain marketing boards in the food 
industry. 

She cited destroyed crops, milk 
dumped into the ocean and other 
methods of controlling commodities 
and their sale. 

Mrs. Matthews, who organized the 
national meat boycott in 1973 and 
the sugar boycott in 1974, admitted 
she had ‘‘staged a few media 
events”’ to accomplish her goals. 

“Tm a troublemaker and I’m here 
to teach you all to be 
troublemakers,”’ she said. 

“When you are upset over 
injustices and say ‘someone ought to 
do something’ — that someone may 
be you,” she suggested. 

“You need to leam about the use 
of power. We don’t abuse power but 
we get together and organize to get 
things done.” 

She said the original meat boycott 
back in 1973 waS organized by 
herself and four others. The five of 
them wrote letters about the high 
meat prices, asking the recipients of 


_ the letters to Xerox the letter five 


times and mail the copies to five 
people they knew. 

‘“‘We had thousands of concerned 
housewives and citizens and we 
were able to tell the news media 
about the wheat sale to Russia,’’ she 
claimed. 

She also discussed when milk 
prices were controlled and could not 
go below a certain level. Those 
controls no longer exist. When there 
was a floor on milk prices, she said 
the agriculture department

intimidated growers and market 
owners. 

“They dumped milk into the 
ocean!” she claimed. “It was a 
contrived shortage. 

“Always look at any shortage with 
a jaundiced eye. Question it. You 
have to be very, very suspicious.” 

She suggested that one of the 
reasons food prices afe so high is 
because the family farm is being 
shoved out of the picture. The 
reason for this? “People think big is 
always better.’ 

The trouble with the big farmers 
she suggested is that they control 
the crops, the farms, the shipping 
and all facets of the marketing, 
making then as ‘‘overladen with 
bureaucracy as the government.” 

“It’s the middle farmer who is the 
most effective producer of food,” 
she said, but ‘‘since 1937, laws have 
been telling farmers what not to 
grow.” 

Mrs. Matthews talked about the 
marketing boards established by 
both federal and state laws. These 
boards implement the laws and tell 
a farmer tokill off a certain amount 
of seed or that he can’t grow any 
food on a certain percentage of his 


lantnere goes his 20 percent profit 
which means he can’t afford to 
continue farming,” she alleged. 

The citrus board — which Mrs. 
Matthews claimed is made of up 
representatives from Sunkist, Union 
Oil and other conglomerates — ieils 
growers how much citrus they can 
ship. 

She talked of one citrus rancher 
she knows who told her, ‘I’m not 
allowed to sell what I produce.” 

“‘That’s how we control 50 
products in this state,” she claimed. 

“We discover rip-offs all around 
us,”’ she said. 

“For instance, another contrived 
shortage is oil because no one can 
look at their books (oil company 


records. ) : ‘ 
“The oil companies claim to be 


multi-national and that they can’t be 
beholden to any country. But just 
watch what happens if there is a war 
— they’ll be screaming, ‘you have to 


Save us, we’re Americans.’’’ 

Mrs. Matthews claimed the oil 
Shortage has been ‘‘created’’ 
because oil companies can get more 
money per barrel for foreign oil 
than they can for dosmetic. “They 
just want to bring prices up. 

‘“‘When oil prices go up, 
everything goes up,’’ she said, 
referring to two things — energy 
and money 

“First every business has to use 
energy which is becoming more 
expensive and most have to borrow 
money, which costs them more. 
These costs are passed on to the 
consumer,” she said. 

Also coming under her attack was 
the Federal Reserve Board, 
established after World War I. The 
board has the power to control the 
flow of currency. 

“The legislative branch is suppose 
to be our representatives and to hold 
the purse strings because that’s 
where the power is,” she said. 
“Instead, they abdicated and gave 
this power to the Feds. 

“They’re (the Feds) trying to take 
away our buying power — those are 
key words — buying power,” she 
Said. 

She said the basic industry in the 
United States is construction and 
the tight money is making it 
difficult for savings and loans to 
keep afloat. They simply don’t have 
the money to lend people to buy 
houses. 

“We can’t. afford to lose the 
savings and loan companies. We 
can’t let them go under. The 
consumer needs business and 
business needs consumers. ’’ 

Mrs. Matthews suggested that 
when a person tries to read financial

analyses by economists and the 
articles don’t make sense, the 
person feels the subject is too 
complex to understand. 

“The fact of the matter is that 
economists aren’t making any 
sense,” she claimed. 

“We have our work cut out for 
us,”’ she said. 

“The first step in changing 
inequities is to obtain knowledge. 
Then organize a group and write 
letters to representatives and 
circulate petitions. 

“Ultimately supply and demand 
will work — that is it would if we 
had a free market.” 

The speaker told the clubwomen, 
“We have a lot of problems, but we 
can solve them. 

“Let elected representatives 
know that the ‘name of the game’ is 
to get re-elected and to get re- 
elected, they must represent us, not 
the special interests. ; 

“T think we can get control of our 
destiny,’’ she stressed.

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Parents drink; 
children suffer

For years the children of 
alcoholics were forgotten when it 
came to treatment. 

While the parent had pienty of op- 
portunity to seek help, children had 
little or no chance to exorcise the 
pain associated with their parents’ 
drinking habit. 

But children may no longer have 
to face a life of pain, according to 
Peter Nardi, an associate professor 
of sociology at Pitzer College in 
Claremont 

Researchers are beginning to 
Fecognize that alcoholism is a dis- 
ease that affects all family 
members and therapy for children is 
now being included in several treat- 
ment programs. 

“It used to be you would treat the 
alcoholic and you’d send him back 
home and he’d still have to deal with 
the home life,” Nardi said. ‘“‘Now 
there’s a concern to treat the entire 
family.” 

Youngsters can become ‘‘co- 
alcoholics” by actually encouraging 
their parents’ drinking. he said 
Children and spouses who find 
freedom and power when the 
alcoholic is drunk may not want to 
give up their status. 

“The family is involved many 
ways. There’s a whole dynamic that 
goes on that allows this drinking to 
continue.’ 

Writing, speaking and conducting 
a class on the subject, Nardi dis- 
covered traits common among those 
who come from families where 
alcoholism is present 

“The common theory has been 
that kids of alcoholics ‘are delin- 
quent,” he said. ‘“‘A majority of 
them are not. 

“It’s just the opposite. They're the 
ones who on the surface appear to be 
the best kids. 

“Most of them tend to internalize 
their feelings rather than expressing 
them through vandalism or delin- 
quency. 

Fearing that low grades and poor 
behavior will add to their parents’

have helped create a crunch 
in that the institutions must 
now pay current market in- 


drinking problem, the children tend 
to de well in school, he said. 

And because household duties are 
heaped upon them, many children 
mature faster than their peers. 

Constant fighting and child abuse 
are also common in those 
households, Nardi said. 

To get out of a difficult situation, 
many of the children marry at an 
early age and, as a result, see the 
marriages fail. 

In addition to childhood problems, 
Nardi said, those with alcoholic 
parents stand a better-than-average 
chance of becoming alcoholics 
themselves.- 

“About 50 percent of all alcoholics 
had an alcoholic parent,”’ he said. 
“Looking at it the other way, ap- 
proximately 25 percent of children 
with alcoholic parents become 
alcoholics themselves. 
are afraid to delegate responsibility 
to others. 

‘So what they were rewarded for 
as a child, they are no longer 
rewarded for as adults. They get 
frustrated and have low self- 
esteem.” 

Many become ‘“‘workaholics” and 
develop problems associated with 
stress. 

To avoid problems later, Nardi 
Said, researchers and those in treat- 
ment centers hope to provide an out- 
let for those who come from a fami- 
ly where there is alcoholism. 

Identifying such children, 
however, is difficult. 

“Teachers could never identify 
some of them as having problems” 
Nardi said. ‘‘Everybody says, ‘he’s 
a good little kid’’. 

‘A teacher or guidance counselor 
can’t play prophet because not all 
those who have those 
characteristics are children of 
alcoholics.” 

The best way to reach the 
children, he said, is to educate them 
about alcoholism. He favors a 
program that would provide that 
education in public schools. 

Nardi said the best way to identify 
a child who is having problems is to

Once in a treatment program, 
children are allowed to release their 
bottled-up tensions. 

“They need someone to talk to 
about it,” Nardi said. “Treatment 
draws a lot from the family situa- 
tion. We do puppet shows and a lot of 
role-playing because it’s easier for 
them -to say that’s not them.”’ 

Therapy is designed to provide the 
child with positive coping devices. 
Children are encouraged to discuss 
problems with parents and to create 
lives for themselves. 

“You work on the children to 
make them realize they are not go- 
ing to get their parents to stop drink- 
ing. The parent will only stop when 
they want to. 

“The children can say they will no 
longer be responsible for the parent. 
They can stop playing the role of 
enabler and can actually confront 
the parent and say something like, 
‘I’m very hurt when you do this.’ 

“One of the goals of many 
children is to pour the alcohol down 
the sink,’ Nardi said. “But that 
doesn’t help. In fact it may worsen 
the family’s economic condition. 

He mentioned a related 
phenomenon: 

“Those with the lowest rates of 
alcoholism were from families 
where they were taught to drink 
properly. We teach kids to drive 
properly but we don’t teach them to 
drink properly.” 








Peter Nardi, assistant professor of sociology at 
Pitzer College in Claremont, discusses his study 
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of the children of alcoholics. His findings contra- 
dict stereotypes associated with such children. 
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Many people, seeing higher
